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FAA will begin to allow 
expanded use of certain 
electronic devices on flights

WASHINGTON Airline passengers will soon be able to 
use certain electronic devices throughout their en- 
tire flight after the Federal Aviation Administration 
ended a long-standing banThursda)^ 

Cellphone calls remain barred under Federal Com- 
munications Commission rules, but fliers will be free 
to keep smartphones, tablets and e-readers running 
in “airplane” mode. 

Delta Air Lines and JetBlue quickly filed plans 
with the FAA to show that their aircraft can tolerate 
radio signals from electronic devices, a condition re- 


quired by the regulator. 

The change is likely to boost the use of gadgets 
such as Amazon’s Kindle readers or Apple’s iPad. 

“Most commercial airlines can tolerate radio in- 
terference from portable electronic devices,” FAA 
Administrator Michael Huerta said at a news confer- 
ence at Reagan National Airport near Washington, 
DC. “It’s safe to read downloaded materials, like e- 
books, calendars and to playgames.” 

Passengers will be able to connect with an airline’s 
WiFi network and can use Bluetooth accessories, 
such as wireless keyboards and headphones. 

The U.S. Travel Association praised the move as a 
“common-sense, win-win” policy 

Huerta said the guidance applies to U.S. airlines 
throughout their domestic and international routes. 


YOU MAY NOW USE YOUR PORTABLE ELECTRONIC DEVICE 

The FAA announced Thursday that airline passengers will soon be able to use per- 
sonal electronic devices such as tablets during all phases of flight, including take- 
offs and landings, as long as they are in “airplane mode.” However, passengers still 
will not be allowed to make phone calls from cellphones.

Thrifty threads 

Chicago designers are making it work— for a cause

Anyone who’s seen “Project Runway” has 
heard Tim Gunn’s famous “make it work” pep 
talk. In this case, however, “Make It Work” is 
the name of a fashion competition sponsored 
by the Lakeview Employment Group, a non- 
profit dedicated to helping increase jobs in 
the neighborhood. 

Each using a $75 budget, nine designers 
must purchase clothes from a resale shop and 
transform the items into a work-appropriate 
outfit. A panel of three judges will provide 
feedback during Saturday’s charity event, but 
ultimately it’s up to the audience to choose 
the final winner. 

Proceeds will go toward opening a new re- 
sale shop in Lakeview, which the group hopes 
will provide even more opportunities for the 
chronically unemployed. The idea came from 
LEG founders Cari Henson and Liala Beu- 
kema. 

“We thought, ‘Hey wouldn’t it be fun to see 


what people could do with resale items?’ ” said 
Henson, who cited Beukema’s love of the Life- 
time reality show as the catalyst for the event. 

The group offers a 15-week paid internship, 
but Henson, a 42-year-old Oak Park resident, 
says that’s still a short amount of time for 
people to work, so the shop will provide six 
months of further employment to those who 
complete the internship. 

“If this event is successful and people like 
it, then we’d love to keep going,” said Henson, 
who hopes to open the store by April. “Espe- 
cially if the resale shop is a success.” 

Columbia College student Kelcie Mc- 
Curdy, 19, was able to recycle some of her 
previous purchases into something more 
office-appropriate. 

“I have a thrift store close to my apartment 
in Hamlin Park that I go to all the time, and 
I love buying men’s clothes because they’re 
too big for me. This competition was really 
exciting because it allowed me to turn some 



of those clothes into something modern and 
wearable,” McCurdy said. 

Eashion design student Yesenia Villarreal 
found inspiration in dance. “I’m really at- 
tracted to movement, the theatrical aspect

Every moment 
counts in the remark- 
able, three-hour, 
NC-17-rated “Blue is 
the Warmest Color,” 
and that includes the sex scenes. As you may 
have heard, the French drama, which took 
the top prize at this year’s Cannes Film Fes- 
tival, features extended and explicit lesbian 
sex scenes that are intimate and significant 
in ways that movie sex scenes, particularly in 
America, rarely are. If you assume this can 
only be gratuitous, and huh-huh-that’s-why- 
this-movie-gets-four-stars, all I can say is that 
you’re wrong and you should see the movie 
before judging. (And re-read my 2-star review 
of the naked women-filled “Donjon.”) 

Those who do go see it will see a love story 
that is ultimately about differing expecta- 
tions for personal and creative fulfillment, 
and the tragic, sometimes-sensible resigna- 


tion of second-best. The chances of 19 -year- 
old Adele Exarchopoulos earning an Oscar 
nomination for a controversial foreign film 
are even slimmer than when Michael Fass- 
bender was snubbed for “Shame,” and what a 
shame: She’s nothing short of extraordinary 
Pressured to hook up with a guy who likes 
her, high school junior Adele (Exarchopoulos) 
confesses, “I feel like I’m faking.” The desire 
to feel deeper and better is familiar not just 
to those struggling with sexual identity 

When Adele meets older, out-of-the-closet 
Emma (likewise terrific Fea Seydoux of 
“Mission: Impossible— Ghost Protocol”), the 
comfort is natural. The connection is intense. 
The wonder of the performances— included 
in the film’s Palme d’Or notice for the first 
time in the fest’s history— makes the magic 
of this young love astoundingly true, not just 
the vague imitation that undiscerning view- 
ers hope to replicate. 

And, yes, on top of the conversations and 
fights and shared glances, that means the sex 
as well, something most would agree plays 
a significant part in relationships. “Blue is 
the Warmest Color” aims not to arouse but 
to pull back the curtain on the full body of a 
couple’s time together. As David Cronenberg 
did memorably with ‘A History of Vio- 
lence,” “Color” director AbdellatifKechiche 
contrasts moments in the bedroom; sex isn’t

synonymous with love here, but it’s one of 
many components of a relationship that the 
film separates between real and fake, selfless 
or somehow limited. After her orientation 
seemingly catches her off-guard, Adele’s 
increased isolation from friends and family 
lingers in the shadows. Meanwhile, she gets 
closer to her own desires and to Emma, who 
in some ways comes along at the right time 
and in other ways epitomizes a bond with a 
fatal character flaw that can’t be identified in 
advance. 

While most films unconvincingly imply 
intimacy and look away, the epic “Color” 
considers the different values people at- 
tribute to sex and features a lead actress 
stunningly attuned to her character’s shifts 
between possibility and discomfort, curios- 
ity and fear. Body language plays almost as 
large a role as personality, while a discussion 
of dreams blends with a layered portrait of 
love’s intense, consuming sensations. This 
gripping and daring film depicts life and 
art as fluid, with a keen awareness of a true 
love’s ability to etch tattoos in corners of the 
heart.

It’s recommended for anyone with a 
soft spot and someone to sit next to while 
getting emotionally (or literally, I guess) 
rubbed. 

It spoils nothing to say that the hilarious, 
deliciously romantic ‘About Time” closes 
on a lovely, mundane moment between two 
people, appreciating the specialness of the 
ordinary— which doesn’t seem so ordinary 
with the right perspective. What a privilege 
to swoon over the familiar.

Butterfield of “Hugo”) will be the one to save 
humanity from extinction, which he indicates 
by literally saying, “He’s the one” and “He’s 
perfect.” Apparently Ender— whose real name 
is Andrew Wiggin, eerily similar to another 
chosen one, consensus 2014 No. i NBA draft 
pick Andrew Wiggins— has the best tactical 
mind of the world’s smartest kids, who sup- 
posedly process complex data better than their 
elders. 

Pros for the adolescents recruited and 
brought to intergalactic boot camp: multiple 
rounds of flying laser tag and, um, advanced 
orbital mechanics classes. Cons: jerky 
unimpressive teens in power (Moises Arias, 
unconvincing again) and rules about genders 
keeping their distance after-hours. Obviously 


writer-director Gavin Hood (“X-Men Origins: 
Wolverine”) doesn’t approach the military’s 
shameful track record of sexual assault when 
many male fighters co-exist with a few females 
(here the main young woman is played by 
Hailee Steinfeld of “True Grit” and the recent, 
immediately forgotten “Romeo and Juliet”). 

Rather, “Ender’s Game” plays like a 
“Starship Troopers” spinoff of “The Hunger 
Games” (or a young adult interpretation of 
Rage Against the Machine’s “KnowTbur En- 
emy”), in which the criticism of wartime pro- 


tocol makes less sense as it goes. (Telepathic 
powers? What?) Eortunately the film promotes 
the development of intelligence and looks very 
good. The young heroes’ weightless excursions 
generate fun where the leaden script doesn’t, 
and the absence of 3-D means we don’t have to 
see a kid’s vomit float off the screen like Sandra 
Bullock’s tears in “Gravity” 

Vet the anticHmactic “Ender’s Game” ulti- 
mately tries and fails to remind young viewers 
there’s a difference between video games and 
real war. It’s nothing a total rewrite couldn’t fix.

Live poets society 


The origin story of 
a literary superhero, 
“Kill Your Darlings” 
reminds those who 
saw the overwritten 
“The Counselor” 
that precisely chosen 
words can sing on 
screen, rather than stack up until the entire 
film topples over. “Darlings” emits the music 
of poetry and the poetry of music, with each 
line a reflection of the mouth from which 
it emerges. It’s an electric and passionate 
harkening to a day when people memorized 
and fawned over beloved couplets, not Katy 
Perry lyrics. 

Based on a true, probably little-known 
story the film traces the early ’40s collegiate 
self-actualization of legendary poet Allen 
Ginsberg (Daniel Radcliffe), whose fresh- 
man year at Columbia takes off due to the 
charismatic tornado created by his manipu- 
lative new pal Lucien Carr (Dane DeHaan 
of “Metallica Through the Never”). With 
William S. Burroughs (Ben Foster) and Jack 


Kerouac (Jack Huston), the group today looks 
like a team of verbal all-stars, but at the time 
they’re a band of drug-induced pranksters 
living in the shadow of Lucien’s possessive 
friend, David (Michael C. Hall). 

The entire cast (including Elizabeth Olsen 
as Jack’s fiance) is excellent, and the film rises 
above James Franco’s solid turn as Ginsberg 
in “Howl.” Love and language explode from 
“Kill Abur Darlings,” which gently addresses 
societal homophobia and anti-Semitism. 
First-time feature co-writers Austin Bunn and 
John Krokidas (who also directed) not only 
refrain from overdoing the linguistic explora- 
tion but match the material with unfettered 
filmmaking. The characters seem to freeze 
time, literally from intoxicants but figuratively 
from the new world they create together. TV 
on the Radio’s “Wolf Like Me” accompanies 
a library raid. Abu can only feature a character 
like Lucien claiming, “Life is only interesting 
if life is wide” if you can depict that pursuit, 
and Krokidas and Bunn make it happen. 

Less effective is the undercurrent of war 
and the efforts toward actual liberation that

parallel Allen’s personal discoveries. The fam- 
ily drama of Allen’s poet father (David Cross) 
and mentally unwell mother (Jennifer Jason 
Leigh) feels underdeveloped.

New Wicker Park 
hybrid offers meaty 
picks and more

They say you can’t be all things to all people, 
but Chop Shop sure is trying. This new 
addition to Wicker Park is a lunch counter, 
butcher, bar, restaurant, event space and even 
makes its own giardiniera. 

It’s also run by a trio of killer Ms. The first 
is co-owner Mario Minelli, whose family 
runs MineUi Meat & Deli, a 50 -plus-year-old 
butcher shop in north suburban Niles; he 
oversees a team of butchers who cut up thick, 
ruddy steaks such as a NY strip ($32) sourced 
from Meats by Linz in Calumet City The 
second is Nick Moretti, an entrepreneur who 
founded a New Y)rk music and art collective 
called The Kor Project and plans to bring 


concerts and events to ist Ward, the 
6,0 00 -square-foot private event space 
inside Chop Shop. The final M is 
executive chef Joshua Marrelli, a vet of 
the short-lived but exceptional Little 
Italy restaurant Urban Union. And 
in case the “M” crew wasn’t enough, 
there’s also an “F” involved: Ty Fujimura 
of Arami and the original Small Bar 
consulted on the restaurant section of 
Chop Shop. 

With so much at play and so many in- 
volved, I stopped in to see if there were too 
many cooks in the kitchen, or whether the 
collective of talent assembled might just 
be a dream team in the making. 

What’s with all the suits? 

Located at the convergence of 
Bucktown and Wicker Park, 
the epicenter of eclecticism 
that is Damen, North and 
Milwaukee avenues. Chop 
Shop’s clientele is certainly a 
reflection of the neighborhood, 
with a ton of tattoos, hoodies and 
sharp fashion on display And yet, there was 
also a pretty healthy contingent of suited 
gents and dudes in tucked-in oxford shirts, 
the kind of folks you usually see filling River 
North’s myriad steakhouses. Yeah, Fve no- 
ticed that,” Marrelli said. “I think it’s because 
we’ve really focused on making Chop Shop 
approachable, a place where you can get a 
beer, have a date or celebrate a night out with 
your buddies.” I should also mention that the 
original name of the restaurant was Chicago 


Chop Shop, but The Chicago Chop House— 
the downtown steakhouse that has been open 
since 1986 — alleged that it was too similar and 
might confuse people. I thought that was kind 
of absurd at first, but now that I see the clien- 
tele, there might be something to that theory 

Now on to the meat ... 

Even if you’re confused a bit by the name, 
you won’t be disappointed by the house- 
butchered chops and steaks on offer at Chop 
Shop. I tried the bone-in Berkshire pork chop 
($25) topped with velvety sweet and smoky 
bourbon-quince butter. Though my server 
suggested I get the chop cooked medium, 
it arrived more medium-well, with 
the ends slightly chewy Still, the 
whole of the chop was juicy and 
satisfying. To get my fill of beef, 

I looked to the Butcher’s Burger 
($14), which featured prime 
cuts of beef (including brisket) 
ground in-house daily There are 
so many declarations of “best” 
burgers in Chicago these days that 
I try to be judicious in adding to the 
cacophony But after sampling this thick patty 
bursting with minerals and just a smattering 
of satisfying grease on a pillowy golden bun 
topped with sweet charred red onion and drip- 
ping aged cheddar, I couldn’t restrain myself 
This is a Top 10 Chicago burger. 

Don’t miss the butcher’s best 

With the lure of steaks, chops and burgers, it’s 
easy to overlook the signature butcher board, 
but that might be the best expression of Chop 
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The butcher’s board at Chop Shop

Shop’s meat acumen. On it, there’s a silky pork 
pate, a buttery hunk of duck rillettes (similar 
to pate, it’s meat cooked slowly in fat until it’s 
shreddable, then it’s cooled and formed into 
a spreadable paste) and a cup of chicken liver 
mousse topped with bourbon-peach gelee (the 
bourbon used rotates between Maker’s A/lark 
and Heaven Hill). The mousse, which features 
a touch of cream, tastes more like a foie gras 
pate than the chunky funky chopped chicken 
liver pate usually served at Jewish delis, and is 
smoother than a Justin Timberlake album. 

Who’s thirsty? 

Downstairs, there’s an expansive bar lined 
with gleaming-white subway tile that turns 
out some excellent cocktails. Typically, Pimm’s 
Cup cocktails are light summer sippers, a mix 
of lemonade or lemon-lime soda and the 
gin/tea-like British liqueur known as Pimm’s 
No. I. Chop Shop’s version, called the First 
Ward Pimm’s ($9.15), was bulked up with an 
herbal, grassy shot of chartreuse, juniper-rich 
Bombay Sapphire gin and a fiery kick of ginger 
beer, transforming the drink into a more sub- 
stantial foil for the fall chill. My date couldn’t 
decide between two wines by the glass, so our 
server offered and brought healthy samples 
of each choice to help her decide. She chose 
an Italian red, the Coltibuono Cetamura san- 
giovese-canaiolo blend ($8), which had a lush, 
ripe fruit flavor and a touch of spice. I often 
hesitate to ask servers when I’m torn between 
two wines, because I expect them to pimp 
something the restaurant makes a killer margin 
on— or just choose the higher-priced glass 
to bump up their tab. Here, I liked that our 



server demonstrated that she knows her stuff 
by describing the flavor profiles, but also let us 
make the final choice with a quick tasting. 

A room with a view 

At night, the hazy yellow glow of North 
Avenue’s street lanterns mingled with the 
soft lights of Chop Shop’s mod mini-pendant 
chandeliers and danced over the thick leather- 
tufted black booths. The dining room was 
warmed up not only by this light, but by bright 
red metal chairs. The room was quiet, and 
there was sort of a hushed, late-night diner 
kind of vibe throughout. The window views of 
passing Blue Line trains and a graffiti-dappled 
section of North Avenue added a bit of urban 
grittiness. While this might not sound like 
a particularly good view, there’s something 
comforting and clandestine about it. 

The bottom line 

Chop Shop is a great stop for Bucktown and 
Wicker Park residents, but by committing 
to doing things right— cutting meat to order, 
grinding their own beef for burgers, making 
sensational charcuterie and awesome cock- 
tails— it could quickly become a destination 
for the rest of the city Though I didn’t dive 
deeply into everything that this butcher- 
restaurant-bar-event space hybrid has to offer, 

I tried enough to see that Chop Shop seems 
to be making good on its attempt at serving all 
comers.
